John Piscolich, 38 years old, of 2226A 
Chouteau avenue, died of tetanus at 
the city hospital Sunday afternoon as 
the qutcome of an injury which at the 
time was considered slight. 

Piscolich, when admitted to the hos- 
pital, told the doctors one of his fin- 
gers was crushed in a machine in a 
mill where he worked. This happened 
three weeks ago and the finger almost 
had healed. The patient complained 
that his jaws were stiff and he had 
difficulty in eating. 

Ordinarily the symptoms of lockjaw 
materialize in less than three weeks. 
Therefore the physicians thought Pis- 
colish was in little danger. 

As a precaution, they injected more 
than 15,000 units of anti-tetanus serum, 
but it seemingly had no effect. 

Early Sunday, Piscolish went into con- 
vyulsions. These recurred at frequent 
intervals until his death.

CLAIMANT FROM OSWEGO 





Declares Moynihan Once Com- 
plained Relatives Snubbed Him 
Because He Was Poor. 


According to testimony given Monday 
by Daniel O’Connor in the Moynihan 
estate contest, Jeremiah Moynihan 
walked across the Eads Bridge early in 
1§68, although the bridge was not opened 
-to the public until July 4, 1874. 

This testimony, brought out under the 
cross-questioning of Attorney: W. D. 


Isenberg, reminded the lawyers of the 
assertion of Benjamin Foster Moynihan 
that Jeremiah Moynihan lived at 2100 
North Broadway in 1898, although there 
was no residential building there until 
1898. 

O’Connor, who lives in Oswego, N. Y., 
was questioned by his son, J. P. O’Con- 


gnor, an Oswego attorney, who is repre- 


senting the 30 Oswego claimants to the 
$64,000 estate left by Moynihan. There 
are nearly 600 claimants in all. 

Says He Is a Nephew. 
O’Connor said he was the son of Jere- 
miah Moynihan’s sister, Mrs. Kate 
Moynihan O’Connor, and that he knew 
nothing of any Kate O’Connor, who, as 
Was testified by Welcome Richardson 
last week, had married first a Sutliff 
and then a Richardson. He said he had 
four brothers and three sisters. 

He said he was born in Bantry, Coun- 
ty Cork, 70 years ago, and came to 
America in 1865. Attorney Tom D. Can- 
non questioned him on Irish namés and 
localities. O’Connor identified a tintype 
picture of his mother. 

He told of visiting St. Louis in 1868, and 
said he and Moynihan went to Alton, 
walking across the bridge and taking a 
train on the East Side. He went on to 
Carlinville, he said, and worked on a 
farm there for a time. 

At the time of that visit, he said, his 
uncle asked many questiong about the 
inembers of his family, but expressed a 
lack of interest in certaig other rela- 
tives, who, he said, had snubbed him. 

Snubbed Because He Was Poor, 

“I was in Detroit not long ago,’’ he 
said Moynihan told him, “and I went 
to see my relatives there. They didn’t 
take to me, because I was poor.” 

O’Connor said his uncle mentioned the 
name of Mrs. Mary Dunnegan as one 
of the Detroit relatives who failed to 
take kindly to ‘him. 

He said he did not remember his 
uncle well in Ireland, as he was small 
when he saw him last there. O’Connor 
went into the lumber business and in 
the winter of 1867-68 took a load of logs 
cown the Ohio to Cincinnati and Caira. 
where ics interfered with him. Hethen 
walked to St. Louis to see his uncle, he 
said. Moynihan’s place of residence, he 
said, was ‘“‘ten or twelve blocks right 
out Main street.’’ He said he also m3t 
in St. Louis William Young, whom he 
used to know in Ireland. 

O’Connor said Moynihan inquired es- 
pecially about his father, who had lost 
lis farm in Ireland because of a crop 
failure. Moynihan, he said, had lived 
with his father on the farm for a tim=. 

He said Moynihan, in 1868, was 5 feet 
9 inches tall, weighed 180 pounds and 
had a broad, high forehead and plump 
features. 

Probate Judge Holtcamp received. a 
letter Monday from Mrs. Jeremiah 
Moynihan of Jamesburg, N. J... who 
wishes to enter the free-for-all con- 
test for the estate. She writes that 
her husband was a nephew of Jere- 
miah Moynihan, but changed the spell- 
ing of the family name.

I made an extended trip in Canada 
as the official representative of the 
American Tariff Board, investigatinz 
the cotton industry in both manufac- 
turing and distributing branches, But 
when it came to publishing my report 
the Tariff Board slashed out of it the 
most important part—the. part most 
damaging to the ‘‘stand-pat’’ interests. 


CANADIANS ARE SATISFIED. 
The. leading Canadian manufacturers 


and distributers of cotton goods told 
me, as official representative of the 
Tariff. Board, that they had no com: 
plaint against the low protective tariff 
under which they operate. While the 
maximum duty of 82% per cent does 
not permit excessive profits, the indus- 
try is in a most flourishing condition. 
The Canadian manufacturer has been 
kept constantly on edge to hold his 
trade, but he is satisfied, and you hea: 
in Canada little of the outcry against 
a “robber tariff’ that is so deafening 
on the American side of the line, 


Congress had a right to know these 
facts. Canada’s experience in reduc- 
ing formerly excessive duties to the 


present level of moderate protection af- 
fords to the United States one of the 
best lessons in tariff making. Cana- 
da’s textile industry is in a more vigor- 
ous and healthy state than our own, 
meeting as it doés an invigorating com- 
petition. And if your industry is going 
to prosper permanentiy—as all good 
Americans hope it shall—it must be 
en out of the incubator atmosphera 
ich it has been bottle-fed from

manufacturer specializes more, and cor- 
respondingly reduces the cost of his 
particular product. Then he sells direct 
to the jobbet, or wholesale distributer, 
who in turn sells to the retailer; or the 
mill sells direct to the large retail mer- 
chant. 

AMERICAN SYSTEM CONTRASTED. 
In America, on the. other . hand, 
many mills produce only unfinished 
or unbleached fabric—which is the 
bulk of cloth production—instead of. 
combining under one management the 
process of bleaching or finishing, and 
sells the cloth as it comes from the 
loom to the secondary manufacturer 
called the converter. None of the big 
New Bedford mills, for example, fin- 
ish their own product. The American 
bleacher or converter adds for his 
process an unnecessarily large margin 
of profit. Part of it is justifiable, for 
in this country the converter instead 
of the weaving mill assumes the 
speculative risk of placing large or- 
ders for fabric in advance of the sea- 
son’s demand, Nevertheless, if the 
American manufacturer had been 
compelled to meet a stimulating com- 
petition from abroad he would have 
found means long before now to com- 
bine the manufacturing and convert- 
ing proceases under a single manage- 
ment and a single executive expense, 
just as England has done in h@r com- 
petition for the cotton market of the 

world, 

Enjoying artificial security behind a 
prohibitive tariff wall, our cotton man- 
ufacturers have taken care of the home 
market, and little more. In 1919 we 
produced in the United States $628,291,813 
worth of cotton goods, and exported for 
the world’s markets only a fraction ovcr 
8 per cent, while our imports amounted

SOMETHING WRONG. WHATT® 

The Tariff Board's report, if one has 
patience to digest it and draw even the 
obvious conclusions, makes very plain 
the fact that something is wrong with 
our system of distribution. It shows 
that even where our cost of production 
is lower than abroad our cotton manu- 
facturers reach the consumer at prices 
exorbitantly higher than obtain in En- 
gland. It was pointed out to the Tariff 
Board that this condition, with all its 
resultant evils, is traceable to the tariff: 
but the board, for some reason, did not 
choose to analyze or even touch upon 
this economic question. 

Laoking to England, our most formid- 
able competitor, operating 54,000,000 cot- 
ton spindles, against our 29,000,000, and 
Germany’s 10,000,000, we can learn some 
valuable lessons. The most important, 
perhaps, is that we have more stages in 

production and distribution of our cot- 
tom manufactures than is either eco- 
nomical or necessary. The reason why 
we have not eliminated much of this 
waste is that our cotton industry has 

too long bottle-fed on the tariff. 
high a premium has been put on 
inefficiency! Where high efficiency has 
ym attained in manufacturing, too 
the gain has been lost through 

a 1 and inefficient distribution.

Panama's 
imports for 1911*amounted to neari;y 
$10,000,000, of which upward of $5,000,000 
were from ths United States. On every 
item we led England, Germany an‘

textiles. Panama’s texture imports from 
England amounted to $803,621 and from 
the United States only $578,674.

Nebraskan Writes Limitation 
on Contributions Is Inev- 
itable—Cites | Harriman 
Letter as Suggestion of 
Concealment.

LINCOLN, Neb., Sept. 16.—Several cir- 


cumstances conspire to suggest the pro- 
priety of a few words in regard to Mr. 


Roosevelt's views on ths subject of 
campaign contributions. In his Arch- 
bold-Penrose statement Mr. Roosevelt 
says: 

“Agide from this matter of corpora- 
tions (corporations are no longer al- 
luwed to contribute, my attitude as to 
contributions now is practically what 
my attitude was in 1904 and will not be 
changed. I do not draw the line against 
size and never shall. The conditions I 
impose are, first, that the contributions 
shall be received without any kind of 
rromise or obligation, expressed or im- 
plied; and, second, that the money shall 
be spent in honest fashion and only for 

- Jegitimate expenses. 

“I have.no sympathy with the propos- 
als to limit the contributions to $5000 or 
$10,000 or any other sum. If the virtue of 
the party is so frail that it will weaken 
if the contribution is over $10,000, it will 
also weaken if it is under $10,000. It is 
morally as bad to solicit or accept $10,- 
(00 for improper reasons as $1000. To 
limit contributions to $10,000 will be no 
bardship to a reactionary cause, a cause 
championed by the enormous majority of 
men who.can contribute each such a 
sum. 

“But we, who fight for the people as 
a whole, have only a few supporters 
among the very rich. Thése few sup- 
porters are, from the nature of the case, 
idealists, men of the kind who, when 
their interests are aroused, give gener- 
ously and without thought of personal 
Yeturn. 3 
“Welcome their contributions, | 
made / such a spirit; I am nono 
their/ pport, and receive it as \.eely 
end; dly as it is given. I shall make 
: ' ily the same return to all who 

contribute and in that return to serve 
the whole people by striving for social 
and industrial justice.’’ 

Roosevelt's Stand in 1908. 

He says his attitude is precisely now 
as in 1904. It will be interesting, there- 
fore, in this connection, to know what 
was his attitude in 1908, the period half 
. Way between 1904 and the present day. 

The issue in 1908 was whether cam- 
paign contributions should be made pub- 
lic before the election or aftérward. The 
Democratic platform declared in favor 
of publicity before the election, while the 
Republicaan platform was silent on the 
subject. Mr. Taft, however, announced 
that the contributions made to his cam- 
paign would be made public after the 
election and in a correspondence which 
I had with Mr. Roosevelt he not only in- 
dorsed Mr. Taft's position, but proceed- 
ea to defend it. 

Two years ago Mr. Roosevelt an- 
nounced his conversion to the doctrine 
of publicity before the election and it 
has been assumed since then that he 
favors publicity before the election. Are 
we to understand that Mr.. Roosevelt 
Stands precisely where he did eight 
years ago? If so, he must now be op- 
posed; to publicity before the election, 
for the position taken by him two years 
&f0 Was precisely in opposition to what 
it was in 1908. 

It is aifficult to treat Mr. Roosevelt's 
second proposition seriously, namely, 
that centributions are purged of taint 
when received without any kind of 
promise or obligations, expressed or im- 
plied. 

- To say, for instance, that Mr. Perkins 
is a director in the Steel Trust and of- 

al Ticlally connected’ with the Harvester 
Trust—both of which organizations are 
intensely interested in the administra- 

' tion of existing laws and in the enact- 
went of new laws on the trust question 

-to say Mr. Perkins can make large 

sapiributions innocently, providing he 

makes them with the understanding 
that they shall have no influence upon 
the man whom he helps to elect, is like 
saying that a judge can receive favors 
from litigants, provided he receives them 
with the distinct understanding that 
they are received ‘‘without any kind of 

promise or obligation, expressed or im- 

plied.” 


“Roosevelt Asking 

In taking the position that e inser- 
thon of a spectacular condition can over- 
come an implied obligation, Mr. Roose- 
velt does not add to his reputation as 
« moralist. He is asking too much of 
a confiding public- when he asks that 
they indorse a policy by which the ben- 
eficiaries of privilege and favoritism 
shall be permitted to elect the officials 
who are to regulate them and to trust 
the officials so elected to deal impar- 
tially between the givers and the pub- 
lic when the question of favors come 

up for consideration.

HAYWOOD TO PLEAD 
TOA CONSPIRACY 
eHAREE INEAST 


Industrial Workers’ Leader Ar- 
rested After Addressing Mass 
Meeting on Boston Commons. 


By Associated Press. 
LAWRENCE, Mass., Sept. 16.—Wiiifam 


D. Haywood of Denver, general organ- 
izer of the Industrial Workere of the 
World, will appear in court here today 
to answer to an indictment charging him 
with conspiracy in connection with the 
big textild strike here last winter. His 
arrest took place yesterday afternoon, 
after a mass meeting on Boston Com- 
mon. Fred H. Moore of Los Angeles, 
who will defend the strike leaders, will 
represent ‘Haywood in court. 

Haywood, in addressing the mass 
meeting of 15,000 persons, had sounded 
a call for a general strike of New En- 
gland workers to begin a nation-wide 


movement as a protest against the “ar- | 








rest, imprisonment and ‘rial of Ettor, 
Ciovannitti and Caruso.” 

These three Industrial Workers, who 
were active during the Lawrence strike. 
are charged with complicity to murder 
in connection with the shooting of a 
striker, Anna L Pizza, during a riot 
in Lawrence last January. 

Haywood declared that such a strike 
as he proposed would ‘“‘save lives, just 
as did that great movement of sym- 
pathy and support which resulted in the 
vindication of Moyer, Pettibone and my- 
self.”’ 

The indictment of Haywodd charges 
“conspiracy to intimidate in connection 
with an alleged endeavor to conduct the 
textile strike of last winter unlaw- 
fully.” It was returned by the Essex 
County grand jury at the April sitting, 
but was kept secret.

ARRAIGNED ON A 
FORGERY CHARGE 


Information Was Sworn Out for 
Mrs. Ida Jacques by Michael 
J. Mulvihill. 


Mrs. Ida Jacques, wife of Dr. Francis 
Jacques, and former widow of Joseph 
Temm, who was @ druggist in St. Louis, 
was arraigned in the Court of Criminal 
Correction Monday on a charge of for- 
cery.

When asked for an explanation of the 
check, Mrs. Jacques stated that her 
husband had given up his medical prac- 
tice temporarily to engage in the sale 
of pianos and that he had gone to Chi- 
cago on business. In the latter part 
cf August he sent for her, she said, 
end asked her to delay joining him in 
Chicago long enough to collect a bill 
of $35 which H. Livingstone of Meramec 
street owed him. 

Livingstone gave her the check which 
she later had cashed by Mulvihill.

Requests That Only His Teeth, 
Hair and Nails Be Buried 
in Grave.

By Associated Press, 
TOKIO, Sept. 16.—The will of Gen. 


Count Maresuke Nogi, with his 
wife, killed themselves the moment the 
body of the late Emperor started on its 
journey to the tomb, was published to- 
day. In it he suggests that his body 
be given to a medical college, requesting 
that only his teeth, hair and nails be 
huried in the grave. 

The will says that the General follows 
the Emperor because his services are 
no longer required in this world. He 
had often sought to die, he adds, and 
chooses as the occasion for his depart- 
ure from this life the present national 
calamity. 

The document bears the date of the 
night of Sept. 12, 24 hours previous to 
the taking of his life, and it indicates 
that the death of the Countess hdd not 
been decided upon when the instrument 
was prepared. 

It says that while his wife liwes the 
house of Nogi may be maintained, but 
that after her death the line will be 
extinct. His wife is also mentioned as 
a legatee of the property. Donations to 
friends and several public institutions 
are made. 

i Eulogized by Okuma. 

Count Okuma, former Premier of 
Japan, gave to the Post-Dispatch today 
his interpretation of the significance of 
the suicide of Count and Countess Nogi. 

Count Okuma eulogized Count Nogi 
and characterized his nature as marked 
by the loftiest purity. 

“The suicide of Count Nogi,” said 
Count Okuma, ‘‘was formally and prop- 
erly committed in the ancient and tra- 
ditional Samurai fashion. 

The suicide was due to three causes— 
that is to say, there was a three-fold 
motive: 

“First, the deed was marked by 
loyalism of the very highest kind. 

“Second, the act was a warning 
to the modern tendencies toward 
corruption, er falling away from the 
old ideals of life, among the upper 
classes of our people. 

“Third, it was a rebuke to those 
in high places in the army and in 
official life who are becoming more 
and more absorbed in money mak- 
ing, in politics and in the further- 
ing of their aspirations at court. 

“Some people,”’ said Okuma, 
“think that Count Nogi’s example 
will prove useless and meaningless. 
They are unable to understand the 
true meaning of the spirit of the 
pure Samuril.’”’ 

Before plunging ‘his sword into his 
throat, Gen. Nogi drew his knife across 
his abdomen, causing the skin to break. 
This was done in accord with the ancient 
customs of Japan, which Gen. Nogi was 
most careful to observe in preparing for 
death.

Mikado Receives Knox in Farewell 
Audience. 

TOKIO, Sept. 16.—Emperor Yoshi- 
hito today received Philander C. 
Knox, the special representative of 
President. Taft at the funeral of 
Emperor Mutsuhito, in farewell audi- 
ence, and the American Secretary of 
State was the guest of His Majesty 
at luncheon. Knox will leave Tokio 
tonight for Monoyama, the Imperial 
state near Kioto, where he will visit 
the grave of the late Japanese ruler. 
Knox will return to the capital Sept. 
19 and two days later the American 


party will sail for the United States, 
Admiral Count Heihachiro Togo, a

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DIVORCE WAS IN 


HER FAVOR, SAYS 
MRS. WILLIE WALL 


Decree for Husband After Se- 
cret Trial Not Granted on Al- 
legations, She Says. 


Although news dispatches announce 
that the divorce suit filed by W. D. 
Wall of Sardis, Miss., against: Mrs. Wil- 
lie Wall of St. Louis, was decided in 
Wall’s favor at Sardis Saturday night, 
Mrs. Wall, at the office of her attorney 
'n St. Louis, told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er Monday that the decision was in her 
favor. 

“Mr. Wall did not get a decree on his 
allegations,’’ she said. ‘‘The Court dis- 
solved the bonds of matrimony on the 
grounds of incompatibility, in my favor. 
I was awarded custody of my daughter, 
Eugenia, and gross alimony in the form 
of our old homestead. 

‘The custody of our son, W. D. Wall 
Jr., was awarded to Mr. Wall, but the 
boy, who is 14 years old, refuses to leave 
me.”’ 

Mrs. Wall showed the reporter a letter 
George E. Mix, St. Louis attorney, had 
received from her attorneys at Sardis. 
“I consider this the greatest victory of 
my legal career,’”’ was one sentence in 
the letter. 

Will Make Home Abroad, 

Mrs. Wall said she intends to depart 
next week for Europe and to make her 
home abroad in the future. 

Mrs. Wall is a pretty woman, of me- 
dium height and slender figure. She has 
big brown eyes, dark hair and a beauti- 
ful complexion. Whenggeen at her at- 
torney’s office she wore a black silk 
costume with a big black hat, trimmed 
in red. | : 

Evidence in the divorce case was sub- 
mitted at Sardis behind closed doors. 
The greater part of it consisted of depo- 
sitions given in St. Louis. Some of the 
depositions were made last week. Mrs. 
Wall said she presented 60 depositions 
at the trial, whereas her husband had 
only three. 

The Walls formerly resided at the 
Windermere Hotel in St. Louis and 
Wall's suit was based principally on 
allegations concerning his wife’s con- 
duct while she was at the hotel. 


Withdrew Her Petition, 
“I filed a divorce petition about two 


years ago,”’ said Mrs. Wall, “‘but with- 
drew it. My husband begged me to take 
him back and I consented. I couldn't 
live with him. 

“I consider the decision in this case 
& victory for me. Nearly everybody in 
Sardis is either related to him or is his 
friend, while all my relatives live in 
the East.” 

Most of the evidence in the three 
days’ trial of the case was heard be- 
hind closed doors, at Sardis. The testi- 
mony is said to have related in part 
to the conduct of Mrs. Wall when re- 
siding at the Windermere Hotel, St. 
Louis. They lived at the Windermere 
two years ago, after a divorce suit 
filed by the wife had been withdrawn. 
Extraordinary efforts were made to 
preserve secrecy as te the St. Louis 
evidence, and the depositions were taken 
behind closed doors in the office of a 
St. Louis attorney. 


Hotel Incident Related. 
While the testimony about occur- 


rences at the Windermere Hotel was 
heard in private, depositions bearing on 
Mrs. Wall's stay at the Peabody Hotel, 
Memphis, have been made public. 

Night Clerk Fairchild of the Peabody 
Hotel testified that one night last Jan- 
uary he went on duty at 11 o’clock and 
that Mrs. Wall, who was a guest at the 
notel that night, asked him if a certain 
person had come in. He replied that 
the person had not come in. 

Afterward, Fairchild said, he told the 
hotel telephone operator ‘to let him 
know if any telephone conversation be- 
tween Mrs. Wall and the person about 
whom she asked should take place. He 
said he soon after received a report 
from the telephone operator which 
caused him to send the house detective 
to a room and inform Mrs. Wall and 
the person with her that they must 
leave. They were ejected, he said, at 
la.m. He did not remember the name 
Mrs. Wall had mentioned to him. 

There was also testimony that Mrs. 
Wall, while living in St. Louis, was re- 
sponsible for divorce proceedings be- 
tween a prominent St. Louis society 
woman and her husband, the latter 
having been attentive to Mrs. Wall. 

Shelton Stutzman, a private detective 
employed in the Wall case, was ar. 
raigned last April on the charge of try- 
ing to commit blackmail by threaten- 
ing. to tell Mrs. Harvey G. Mudd of the 
alleged acquaintance of her husband, 
& prominent St. Louis physician, with 
Mrs. Wall. 

Mrs. Mudd testified, at that time, that 
she trapped Stutzman by offering to 
pay his price, $250, for the supposed 
information. She said she knew of her 
husband’s acquaintance with Mrs. Wall, 
and that the doctor had been a friend 
of Mrs. Wall's family in the South, 
Mrs. Wall testified that there was no 
truth in Stutzman’s assertions. Wall's 
attorneys, it was said at that time, did 
not approve of Stutzman’s action.

REGISTER. 

Registration for the November election begins 
today and ends Thursday. During these four 
days every voter must register or be deprived of 
the privilege of voting this year. Previous regis- 
trations do not count. Bvery voter, in order to 
qualify, must have his name on the new regis- 
tration books. 

Voting is an important duty of citizenship this 
year. The elections will determine the great 
national issues pending, as well as decide State 
. and local contests. Every citizen of voting age 
should register. 
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Today the Government begins its suit to dis- 
solve the trust of which Col. Roosevelt’s cam- 
paign fund raiser, Mr. Perkins, is the head. Dur- 
ing the term of President Roosevelt the Har- 
vester Trust. was immune. It had contributed to 
his campaign fund and he forbade its prosecu- 
tion. He is appealing today for re-election to the 
farmers whom the Harvester Trust has robbed 
by his express license. 
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WHAT OF THE REVENUE AVIATOR? 

Commercial aviation has begun, Farnum T. 
Fish having flown from Chicago to Milwaukee, 
across the lake, with a bolt of cloth, and returned 
with a keg of beer. And there wasn’t any tariff 
on either. 

But if aviator Fish had flown from Buffalo 
to Toronto and effected a similar trade, the 
revenue officers would have been down on him as 
soon as he landed. There being, at present, no 
revenue aviators, he could make a hundred such 
trades without interference, if he chose to brave 
the trip after nightfall, at any of a hundred 
points along the imaginary boundary line be- 
tween the United States and Canada. 

This suggests the question, Will flying revenue 
officers be a success? Or will aviation be the 
means of wiping out international boundary 
lines? 
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That Leslie M. Shaw was a first-class political 
“con” man and campaign gold brick artist no 
well-informed person has ever doubted. But, 
even at that, it is surprising to hear him accused 
of being a “big mitt” man as a Government of- 
ficial. . 
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WAR INSANITY. 

A few days ago it was rumored that a peace 
pact had been drawn up between Italy ang Tur- 
key, one of the provisions of which was that 
Italy should make an irredeemable loan to 
Turkey, in return for Turkish recognition of 
Italian claims to rule in Tripoli and Cyrenaica. 

If this peace pact shall be ratified, it will be 
a timely object lesson on the existence of what 
Bloch, Angell, Zangwill and other peace advyo- 
cates have called attention to, namely, the in- 
sanity of modern war. from the financial point 
of view. 

In a book just published, entitled, “The Unseen 
Wmpire,” David Starr Jordan of Stanford Uni- 
versity, adds his testimony and argument to the 
cause of Peace, by showing how the money lender 
figurés as an all-powerful factor in the making 
of modern wars and peace treaties. There is an 
Unseen Empire of Finance, an Unseen Empire 
of Debt, and an Unseen Empire of Civilization, 
which, combined are incessantly striving to con- 
trol. And one of the most striking facts about 
modern war is that nations which conquer and 
thereby cripple their adversaries, find it incum- 
bent upon them to engage in the work of restora- 
tion, as far as may be, by making loans to the 
conquered. - The Romans, as Zangwill says, did 
not lend money to the Carthaginians. They had 
no interwoven system_of trade relations, no 
bourses or chambers of commerce. Nor diq Hap- 
nibal sel] elephants to the Romans, with which 
to fight the legions of Carthage. 

But we sel] the deadiiest weapons to our 
neighbor up to the last day when we declare 
war against him. And after we have fought and 
been pounded by those weapons, if we win, we 
cautiously make him a loan, lest he be too crip- 
pled financially to be a profitable neighbor. 

In this game of folly, the nations have piled up 
over $37,500,000,000 of debt, with annual in- 
terest charges of $1,419,346,117; and are still 
spending, for military purposes each year, ex- 
clusive of interest and pensions, a total of 
_ $2,263,332,000—to become a monstrous mortgage 





AMERICAN SNOBBERY. 

“Service Entrance,” “Entrance for Tradespec- 
ple,” “Tradespeople Take Rear Drive,” “Deliver 
Goods at the Servant’s Entrance”—such signs 48 
these on the landed estates of summer residents 
at a fashionable resort have affronted a self- 
respecting grocer to such an extent that he 
abandons his profitable business. 

He does not object to delivering goods in the 
rear, but it hurts his pride as a citizen of the 
United States to drive under the signs of a 
flaunting snobbery. It is simply that an up- 
standing, decent American resents being under- 
classed by “patrons” and refuses to sacrifice his 
instincts to the sheer self-advertising vanity of 
a dollar-mark aristocracy. 

The increasing matter-of-factness with which 
speeding automobile owners “honk” at the plain 
pedestrian to make him jump out of the way and 
incidentally out of his skin, is another marked 
symptom of snobbery. Its distressing signifi- 
cance is not so much in the particular injustice 
involved in a single instance, but in the cruel 
matter-of-factness with which the “common peo- 
ple’s” right of way is generally ignored. 

The great American snob’s attitude towards 

the industrial “class”—as its patron, not as its 
employer—as the well-intentioned donor of hos- 
pitals, free reading rooms, socia) settlement in- 
stitutions—is another item in the account. The 
patronizing palaver of the snob who would reg- 
ulate the morals and pleasures of what he is 
pleased to treat as a dependent class is as offen- 
sive in its way as the “Service Entrance” sign 
or the terrifying blast of the mad motorist’s 
horn. 
The self-constituted superclass in America has 
leng been supercilious towards the “great mid- 
dle class.” In the snob’s contemplation the mid- 
dle class is as well-defined as the pauper class 
or the servant class, and all belong to the 
“masses” as distinguished from the “better” class 
or the “upper” class or “the- best people.” 
“Class” and “position” and “caste” are common- 
places of the snob’s vocabulary. 

These triffes become grave when we consider 
that they are not symptomatic alone of condi- 
tions narrowly social, but characterize the spirit 
of the class—for it is a class—that holds and has 
held for many years the governing power of the 
country. The snobbery that actually menaces 
the people and the institutions of America is 
political snobbery. It is snobbery that makes 
its own laws and enforces them. It is snobbery 
that has supplied campaign funds, bought offices, 
bribed men. It is snobbery that owns parties 
avd for sixteen years has owned the party in 
power. It is the snobbery of the Privileged 
Class that has maintained a working partner- 
ship with the very Government. 

If there is any form of snobbery or class dis- 
tinction which should be hateful to a great dem- 
ocratic people, it is this of Privilege fortified by 
special laws and using and abusing the power 
of Government itself. 

The harmless social vanity which we call snob- 
bishness is one thing; the arrogance of corrupt 
and brutal power which gmounts to tyranny is 
another. The grave and dangerous snobbery of 
America which dates from Hanna’s purchase of 
the Republican party in 1896 must be rebuked 
and thwarted.

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FRANKS AND PARCEL POST 

Diligence in pointing out the prospective use- 
fulness of the parcels post has by no means 
inventoried all of its countless possibilities for 
service.

She affixed a tag to her 
person and mailed herself at the postoffice to Mr.
